: Gold Still Is King 


The lure of gold continues to exercise its sway upon the minds of men, 
“Countries may go off the gold standard. New economists may argue, as 
they will, against gold as a monetary basis) Depite all ‘the argument 
“about it and about”, the yellow metal still casts its potent spell, alluring 
men to brave hardship and danger in, its quest, impelling’ men to undertake 
hazardous expeditions to win it, inducing countries to exert desperate 
efforts to acquire it. Mirage or otherwise, it gilds the horizon of new pro- 
phet and old priest, of poet and peasarit, of rich and pbor, of commoner and 
peer. Phantasm or reality—gold still is King. 


These somewhat wornout platitudes are evoked by the recent appear- 
ance in a financial journal, of two items on gold.which, strangely énough, 
were placed in close proximify. The one was headed: “Nations still 
scrambling for gold”, and the other “$30,000,000 Buried by Pirates Sought”. 
The one article demonstrates the hold which the gold tradition has upon 
world statesmen; the other epitomizes the ingenunity and risk employed 
and undertaken in efforts to win the precious.metal—a gamble with life 
and money. , ; . : 

Relative to the international scramble, it is stated that, Britain and 
other non-gold-standard countries, including the United States, of course, 
are buying gold wherever it tan be bought, and that their accumulations of 
gold now break all previous records, 

*Replying to the question why the United States continues to purchase 
gold, the New York Times recently replied that, in principle at least, gold 
still remained the. world’s monetary standard. Continuing it said: 


“No government is shaping its monetary policies in line with the dreams 
of the imaginative ‘New School Economists’. Every government is recog- 
nizing the paramount necéssity of return to a stabilized basis of inter- 
national valuation, Nothing has shown this underlying sentiment more 
clearly than thé fact that every nation—even those which have su 
gold payments—is guarding the gold reserve against the central bank note 
igsues as scrupulously as it did half a dozen years ago. Whereas the Bank 
of England, at the beginning of 1933, held the smallest geld reserve in more 
than a dozen years, it has subsequently added nearly $350,000,000, bring- 
ing the reserve to the highest figure in its history. .... The general pro- 
cess is indirect recognition of the gold standard. The possession of adequate 
and concentrated gold reserves would unquestionably be of high value when- 
ever return of sound international conditions should make return to sound 
and stable currencies a possibility.” 


The other story is somewhat similar to the famous Cocos Island 
treasure hunt. It refers to a projected expedition from Britain to Tahiti in 
the south Pacific, to reclaim approximately ‘$30,000,000 in gold ingots and 
a fortune in jewels”, said to have been buried by pirates in or about 1849. 
Usually such treasure hunts originate with discovery, in some peculiar 
manner, of a map of the cache. Such a map Stevenson introduced -in his 
“Treasure Island’; such a map as allegedly may have been found tattooed 
on the chest of some old sailor in some Barbary Coast “dive”. In this par- 
ticular instance, the map came into possession of an Australian in 1900, 
who, it is said, visited the island and succeeded in removing some of the 
‘Jewels. These, he subsequently buried—a peculiar enough action for which 
no reason is given. However, in March 6, 1934, the same gentleman claims 
to have located the treasure at the exact point indicated by the map. 
Speaking of the discovery, he says: 


“There are only two things to contend with in drilling for the loot— 
sand and coral. The drill went down through the sand, ground its way 
through the rough coral dnd rested on the gold. There is no rock off Tahiti 
and by the drills, we felt out the shape of the ingots and also are able to 
determine the extent of the treasure. The drills spin on gold just as a top 
would on a marble floor.” 


It is upon such evidence and such representations, apparently, that 
hard-headed British engineers and business men are prepared to risk ‘their 
money, and expend their enterprise. .

Recipe For Iced Tea

Before the revolution the number 
of grain elevators in Russian terri- 
tory was insufficient. Since 1924, 
however, the government has pro- 
ceeded with the construction of new 
elevators and the reconstruction of 
old ones. 

By ‘the end of 1932 there were al- 
ready 574, with a_total capacity of 
2,000,000 metric tons. (A metric ton 
is 86.7 bushels of wheat.)

He retired shortly 
after Rt. Hon. P. C. Larkin took 
office in 1924. Two sons survive. 


To Make A Profit 


Government Stands To Make $33,- 
000,000, On Sale Of Gold 

Toronto.—The federal government 
stands to make a profit of approxi- 
mately $33,000,000 in the gold which 
will be taken over from the Canadian 
banks at the statutory price of 
$20.67 an ounce, according to an esti- 
mate based on the latest official 
bank statement.

U.S. 
Crops Worst 
~ In 40 Years 


— 


Washington, June—The United 


States agriculture department Fri-.- 


day estimated that total wheat pro- 
duction in the United States this 
year probably would not exceed 500,- 
000,000 bushels, drouth being the 
major curtailment, 

This would be the smallest total 
wheat crop since 1898, and about 
125,000,000 bushels below domestic 
consumption. 

The report said spring wheat pro- 
duction is still very uncertain be- 
cause of the heavy loss of acreage 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota due to 
drouth. It estimated 100,000 000 
bushels of spring wheat, , 

The winter wheat crop forcast of 
400,357,000 bushels was a_ reduction 
of 61,000,00 bushels, or a 18 per 
cent loss during May. 

The prospective crop is, however, 
above last year’s short crop of 351,- 
030,000 bushels but is 37 per cent be- 
low the five-year average.

25 Good Master, what. shall I do 
to inherit? More might be given, 
Such an array of texts will show 
you that the word ‘Master’ was fre- 


‘ quently upon’ the lips of the disciptes. 


It is not for me to say that it was 
ever used by them without the full 
content of the term being implied. 

I have the feeling that there is 
danger in.our accepting the terms of 
other people and ages. We are apt 
to use them without catching deep- 
er meaning. Take for example the 
word ‘regeneration.’. I fear it has 
not the content for us that it had for 
our father. “Life changers” means 
mueh to the one who has experienced 
change. Words are empty symbols 
unl we have had the experience 
which vitalizes them to us. I can 
never forget the new meaning the 
word ‘comrade’ came to have for me 
when I heard it upon the lips of a 
returned soldier. “Ladies and 
Gentleman and Comrades.” It had a 
background which gave it meaning. 

Many in the days of Jesus were 
familiar with slavery and the rela- 
tionship of slave and master was 
thoroughly understood/by all. When 
they used the term it should have 
had significance. Paul styled him- 
self a slave of Jesus Christ and he 
meant it. His other title was an 
‘Apostle. They raved at him for 
being so audacious as to call himself 
an apostle but did not raise a finger 
when he spoke of himself as a slave. 

There are a few things which the* 
term implies. It was the Master’s 
hovse in which the slave lived. His 
werk he did. To his plans he sur- 
res cered his will. He was owned by 
h'; Master. “Ye are not your own.” 

V hen we use the term ‘Master’ in 
relation to Jesus has it any  signi- 
cance. ‘O Lord and: Master.” “Jesus 
Master whom ‘I serve.” 

1 ny the feeling that we are not 
going fo get very far in our religious 
life until a radical change, in outlook 
and attitude, takes place. 

Right here the change must begin. 
A. new appraisal and attitude to 
Jesus Ci rist, 

I recall a story told of a general 
rushing .up to Abraham lincoln as a 
battle wac impending and saying. 
“J hope the Lord is on our side.” 
Lincelu cooly answered. “I hope 
we are on the Lord’s side.” 

‘le, often the Lord has been on 
our side. The important thing is 
that we are on the Lord’s side, We 
have him helping us when we shou.d 
be helping Him. We ask Him to 
fit into our plans rather than sitting 
down and seeking to find out wnat 
His plans are and accepting his as- 
signments. One wonders if in. any 
sense we should use the word 
“Master.” Facing up to this chal- 
lenge should beget in us an attitude 
of humility, contession and submis- 


sion, “Our confession might be, 
“We have followed too much _ the 
choices and desires of our own 
hearts.” 


If it is my world and work all 1 
need God for is to assist me when I 
am about to fail. I need no guidance 
or assistance except when 1 see the 
folly of my way and feel impotent 
before my task, Has it not been too 
often the case? God is the junior 
partner—the bell-boy—the hired help 
in place of being the proprietor. ic 
is quite true we would still talk with 
Him but with a different -motive, 
viz, to ascertain His p!ans, to know 
His will that we may the better 
carry on His work. Our attitude is 
prodigal-like “make me as one of 
Thy hired servants.” “I’d rather be 
a door-keeper in the house of my 
God than dwell in the tents of 
wickedness. 

I want you to use the trm ‘Master’ 

in addressing God. I believe it is 
a proper term, Use it, even if it be 
a corrective to many of life’s ills. 
That is what we need. Think with 
me on certain aspects. Apply these 
texts. Are we satisfied to own Him 
as Master? Is He the Master of the 
world in which we live? 

We sometimes speak of the Master 
in the field of Music. Those creators 
of harmony. Beethoven, Bach, Ms- 
zart and Schubert. Also masters in 
Art. Those creators of beauty. 
Michael Angelo—DeVince, Rapha:l 
—Hunt, 

Whoever enters these fields ac- 
knowledge these men as masters. So

in (while : we seek to live He is 
Master.® He is creato#* and Redeem- 
er. As one thinks of Him as Creat- 
or of the world he recognizes laws of 
the universe by which he must live 
and that they are designed and in- 
augurated by Him. Would the re- 
cognition of that affect us in a wor- 
shipful mood. We stand aghast ai 
men who blaspheme. Think of a 
man ¢alling upon God to reverse 
His decisions, to change the out- 
workings of His processes. They 
would never-do it, if they stopped to 
think of what -is involved. He is the 
Master of the big, big world. It is 
his world. When. one thinks out to 
its confines amazement arise and 
ohne asks. What is man! that thou 
are mindful of him. As Isaiah said, 
“As the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are Thy ways higher than 
our ways ang Thy thoughts higher 
than our thoughts.” 

When we enter the religious field 
His laws aré none the less wonder- 
ful. We speak of His grace, but 
there is a beauty and an orderliness 
about grace. Think of forgiveness, 
guidance, fellowship, love and their 
beauty and wonder appear. ine 
Evangelical Movement began in 
amazement. “Can it be that I 
should gain an interest in His blood” 
“O Master of the waking world who 
hath the nations in thine hand.” 

As we try to understand man we 
in thought disassociate him from Gcd 
He is a separate entity. A potential 
personality: Capable of independent 
thought and action: pursuing a plan 
of living: makes his own appra‘tals: 
has His standards pf values. 

Can we relate God to ourselves 
and speak of Him as Master. Master 
and. moulder of our lives and _per- 
sonalities. 

Is He Master of the pfans we are 
pfirsuing or have we ever talked 
them over with Him. Dare we show 
Him the blue print by which we are 
trying to build life. “Has it had his 
sanction. Does He approve of the 
goal. 

Perhaps we have set our hands to 
the achievement of certain things. 
Are these things well pleasing in 
His sight or do we _ intend to offer 
Him a sop, 

King Saul went into battle under 
command of the prophet to spare 
not. He allowed covetousness to play 
upon heart and kept the best to offer 
to the Lord. In condemnation of 
this conduct the prophet said "what 
doth the Lord require of thee. To 
obey is better than sacrifice and- to 
bearken than the fat of rams.” 

Stewardship has been thus defined. 
“Life is a great ship, with ‘a rich 
cargo, to be delivered to many people 
in many places. God is the ownec 
and I am the captain of the vessel.”’ 

‘Many of us act as if we were 
owners and as if the entire cargo 
had been consigned to us. We are 
intent upon guiding the ship into 
our own harbor and beside our own 
wharf. Is not that the truth. 

What about the services we ar 
seeking to render? Is our eye single? 
Does self interest color our jabors or 
are we dedicating our all to the 
labors and glory of God. He is the 
Master of men, nations and move- 
ments. 

As the valley of dry bones came 
to life living anew, because the 
breathe of God touched it may ou 
lives be stimulated to greatness 
under the spell of the Mastership of 
Jesus Christ and His God. May our 
rich experience vitalize the term 
“Master” to each life.

Train Ran By Electric Eye 


Invention Tested By German State 
Railways May Be Adopted 

Trains in Germany will be operat- 
ed by an electric eye if an invention 
recently tested by the German State 
Railways is adopted. Control of a 
train is through photo-elect cells 
which operate the brakes by means 
of a light signal, but the light itself 
is provided by the engine. A dyna- 
mo on the locomotive feeds a lamp 
which throws an almost vertical 
cone of light into the air. Mirrors 
are arranged on upright supports at 
points along the line, and if the sig- 
nal is against the train the mirrors 
will be in such a position as to meet 
the beam of light and throw it down 
on a pair of photo-cells mounted in 
the searchlight of the engine. ‘The 
electric current from the cells oper- 
ates a relay, and the brake magnets 
are opened and the train is brought 
to a standstill) The speed of the 
train can be automatically adjusted.

Little Journeys In Science 


HELIUM 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 

It is a very’ interesting fact that 
scientists observed a new element in 
the sun long before it was discovered 
on the earth. This new gas was 
given the name helium, from the 
Greek word “‘helios”, meaning the 
sun. It was detected in the sun by 
means of the spectroscope, an in- 
strument which the scientist uses to 
determine what elements are present 
in any light-giving’ body. 

This gas occurs only in very small 
amounts in the air, but it is found in 
lerger amounts (as much as one per 


cent,) in the ural gas of Texas, 
Kansas and It is about 
seven times ter than air and 


hence ‘is used for inflating balloons 
and dirigibles. It will not burn and 
so is safer than hydrogen, which is 
a very inflammable gas. Helium is 
obtained from natural gas by freez- 
ing out or liquefaction of the com- 
bustible gases. At Calgary, Alberta, 
are located such plants, each of 
which can liquefy 60,000 cubic feet 
of gas per hour. The helium is 
taken out and the gases are then re- 
turned. to the city mains. 

Engineers have recently found an 
important use for this gas. ~ Men 
obliged to work in compressed air, as 
in caissons under water in tunnel 
construction, often collapse when 
brought too quickly into air at ordin- 
ary pressure. This is because the 
nitrogen of the air dissolves under 
pressure in the blood, tissues, and 
even in the spinal cord. When the 
pressure is released, this nitrogen 
escapes in bubbles which may de- 
stroy the spinal cord, affect the brain, 
interfere with the action of the lungs, 
and even cause death. This limits 
the depths to which divers may go 
down with safety. Helium is much 
less soluble than nitrogen and dif- 
fuses more rapidly, so that if the 
locks where the air pressure is re- 
duced are filled with helium and 
oxygen instead of air, which is a 
mixture of nitrogen and oxygen, the 
danger is removed.

Chicago Geology Students Report 


Discovery In Lake Michigan 
Lake Michigan’s water level was 


uncommonly low in a recent week. 
Trooping along the shore near Chi- 
cago, a bevy of geology students 
from Central Y.M.C.A. College of 
Arts and Science were so surprised 
to see parts of a submerged reef 
well known to chartmakers jutting 
a few inches above water that they 
waded out to chip off samples. When 
they brought back their specimens to 
Instructor James H. Glasgow, Uni- 
versity of Chicago graduate student, 
he stared at the stuff, decided it was 
white coral, sent ‘it to university 
geologists who confirmed his opinion. 


Divers were sent to survey Lake 


Michigan's coral reef. It parallels 
the shore for 1,500 feet, is flat on 
top, evidéntly shaved off by Pleis- 
tocene glaciets. Mr: Glasgow as- 
cribed it to the Silurian period— 


400,000,000 years ago. 
At that time the U. S. Midwest 
Was covered by a broad bay of the 


ocean reaching up from what is now 
Central America, as numberless 


marine fossils fqund.in the region 


testify.

British Firm Permitted To Do Work 


are | to going into remote and 
backward parts of the world with 
civilizing machinefy, are going to 
Lhasa to carry out: thé job. . 

The transportation of the equip- 
ment will be one of the most difficult 
tasks ever undertaken by a British 
firm. Hundreds of. tons of material 
and machinery will have to be car- 
ried over 400 miles of some of the 
most mountainous and almost track- 
less terrain in the world by mules 
and porters, aided in some places by 
yaks which are the only animals 
that can live at an altitude of 17,000 
feet over Awhich the caravan will 
have fo go. More thari 2,000 cases 
will be used. to transport the ma- 
terial, which will then be assembled 
and set up in Lhasa. 

The forbidden city is not quite so 
forbidded as it was recently, but it 
must have given the monks who rule 
the city of 30,000 people much mis- 
giving before they gave consent to a 
British firm to do this work. Prob- 
ably it took years of persuasion to ob- 
tain that consent. Lhasa is the most 
priest-ridden city in the world, and 
the lamas are opposed to moterniza- 
tion, their rule being built on a 
fabric of superstition. 

No white man ever visited the 
place until an Englishman named 
Thomas Manning found his way there 
in 1811, and no other man ever 
reached there until the British sent an 
expedition in 1904. Since then only 
a comparative few have penetrated 
the fastness, and even to-day it is a 
city of dirt and squalor, utterly with- 
out modern conveniences, ‘This may 
be the first step ih the modernization 
of Lhasa,—St. Thomas Times-Journal. 


Forgotten By Time 


Lost Race Of Primitive Savages 
Found On Pacific Island 

Mrs. Zita Baker, a young British 
woman, has returned to England 
stricken with malaria after spending 
four enduring months among a “Icst 
race” of savages. 

Mrs. Baker is the wife of Dr. John 
R. Baker, of Oxford, leader of a 
scientific expedition sent out to the 
New Hebrides, in the Pacific, by the 
Oxford Unversity Exploration Club. 

“Some of the islands,” said Mrs. 
Baker, “had never before been ex- 
plored by’ white Men. Thé natives 
were among the most primitive 
aborigines—a race forgotten by time.
